Mr. Morgan moved an amendment ap 
propriating $25,000 for the expeaoses of the 
embassy to the government’ of Mexico.

The bill was finally reported to the sen- 
ate as amended, read the third time, and 
passed.

THE HOUSE 

The house met at 10 o’c!ock in continua- 
tion of Tuesday’s session. 

Mr. Tucker, of Virginia. demanded the 
previous question on the motion to concur 
in senate amendment sixteen to the fund- 
ing bill. This is the ‘Kirkwood’ amend- 
ment, authorizing public subscriptions for 
bonds and notes provided for in the bill! 
Chere being no quorum present the call of 
the house was ordered on motion 
of Mr. Conger, of Michigan. One hundred 
angi twenty-five members responded on 


Tucker moved to dispense with further pro- 
ceedings under the call. 

Mr. Conger demanded the yeas and nays, 
which resulted: Yeas, 158; nays, 13. So 
further proceedings were dispensed with. 

Mr. Tucker then yielded to Mr. McMahon, 
who reported back from the appropriations 
committee the deficiency appropriation bill, 
and moved to suspend the rules and put it 
upon its passage. 

The reading of the bill was not completed 
until 12 o'clock. 

Mr. Hiscock, of New York, from the com- 
mittee on appropriations,criticised the bill 
[It wasdeficient. Estimates for the internal 
revenue bureau were $300,000 in excess of 
the’ amount appropriated in the bill, and 
the appropriation for public printing was 
$700,000 less than should have been 
allowed, The attorney general had 
submitted an estimate of $100,000 
to pay special deputy marshals which had 
not been allowed by the committee. He 
had hoped that the democratic party would 
have settled its debts before it went out oi 
power. ’ 

Mr. McMahon replied to the criticism on 
the bill and some discussion followed,at the 
end of which Mr. McMahon’s motion was 
agreed to. 

The rules were suspended and the defi-

The consideration of the funding bill was 
immediately resumed, the question being 
on ordering the previous question on the 
motion to concur in senate amendment 
sixteen. A large majority of the represen 
tives refrained from voting, but enough 
cast their votes to make a quorum, 
andthe main question was ordered—yeas 
134, nays 25. The question then recurred 
on concurring in the amendment, and on

The next question was the 25th senate 
amendment, which is to insert the word 
‘tem porarily’’ in the fourth section, (which 
authorizes the secretary of the treasury to 
u-e $50,000,000 in coia in the redemption of 
5 and 6 per cent bonds. ) 

The senate amendment 25 was then con- 
curred in, - 

The next amendment was that fixing the 
time after which the 3 per cent bonds shall 
be the only bonds receivable as security. for 
national bank circulation, etc., at the first 
of July. 

To this Mr. Conger offered his amend- 
ment fixing the date the first of September, 
and striking out the clause repeating sec- 
tion 4 of the act of the 20th of June, 1874 
Mr. Springer, of Illinois, reserved ali the 
points of order and then one hour was al- 
lowed for debate.

Mr. Carlisle, in closing the debate, said 
the gentleman from Maine (Frye) wouldn't 
take the responsibility of expressing the 
opinion that the 5th section took away from 
the banks desiring to close up 
their business, the mght to do so by 
depositing lawful money and withdrawing 
their bonds. There were, howevef, honest 
apprehensions to that effect in the minds of 
some people, and he proposed to remove 
them by the supplementary bill. Hewould 
move to suspend the rules and pass a bill, 
making it perfectly clear that the author of 
the fifth section never intended to interfere 
with the right of a national bank that 
would in good faith retire from business to 
deposit legal money and withdraw its 
bonds. There were now three ways in 
which a bank couid retire its circulation by 
bringingin its own notes; by placing on 
deposit with the treasury a reserve fund to 
be used in the redemption of its notes and 
of depositing legal money. That right of 
the banks it was not proposed to touch.: If 
the banks wanted more than that he was no 
in favor of giving them more.

The debate being ciosed Mr. Springer 
raised a point of order on Mr. Conger’s 
amendment; that it applied to a matter in 
the bill which had not been amended by 
the senate.

Colley Met His Death. 


Loxvox, March 2.—The Boers have for 
the past week been concentrating at Laing’s 
Nek, where they fought their first battle 
with Sir George Colley. They had built a 
very stfong stone wall on the summit of 
the motntain, and, in anticipation of an 
attack, had sent 500 of their wagons into 
the interior, The Muajela mountain is thie 
neighboring spur of the Drakenberg range- 
It is the ravines and valleys and water- 
eourses of this rugged chain that have 


Br.tish advance. The road running almost 
due norjh from Newcastle to Standerton, 
anc then on through Heidelberg to Pretoria, 
pa s2s for the first thirty miles over.a very 
rough ‘and difficult country, and 
for the most part flanked by hills on both 
sides, It crosses several ravines, 
the gradients on each __... side 
being extremely sharp, the crests of the 
ascents offering admirable positions for de- 
fonse. The first is at the farm of Schain’s 
Hoogte. Thence the road fallsgently down 
to the [ngogo river. From the Ingogo the 
road rises steeply again to the plateau on 
which stands Hartley's hotel. This plateau 
is one of the highest in the range, and is 
known as Prospect hill, There the first 
news of the present battle was obtained. 
The road then falls gradually to Savory 


slake’s store, whence there is another steep 
rise, the top of which istwo miles from 
Laing’s farm, which lies in a_ valley 
and is distant twenty-four miles 
from Newcastle. Beyond this is 
Lanig’s Nek and tke Majela 
mountain, wher the battle was fought. 
Beyond this Nek the country opens out, and 
on. entering the Transvaal becomes level and 
practicable for all arms in every difection. 

he fight of Spitzkop seems to have differed 
in no materia respect from that of @.aing’s 
Nek, except that the positions were reversed. 
At the latter the action had been antici- 
pated for full two days, and both sides had 
had time to nerve or unnerve themselves 
for the conflict. From Sir George Colley’s 
camp the position of the Boers, who made 
no attempt to conceal themselves, could 
plainly be seen. The arrangements for the 
attack were deliberately planned, The 
arrangements for the defense were 
as deliberately determined on. From 
their vantage ground the Boers 
watched the whole development of the 
attack—the dark green mass of the Sixtieth 
rifles moving toward the right of their 
position (the British left), and the scarlet 
mass o the Fifty-eighth inclining toward 
their left (the British right), preparatory to 
the attempt to carry the bill bystorm It 
remained for them to meet the attack with 
the only means at their command—the 
steady accurate fire from their breech 
loading carbines. It is this fact that gave 
tothe action an almost entirely unique 
character, and furnished at the same time a 
valuable means of torming an estimate of 
the Boer’s qualities as a soldier. 

After the defeat at Laing’s Nek Sir George 
Cofley’s force, free from the usual encum 
brance of wagons, pursued its way unmo- 
lested across the plateau on which the 
British camp is pitched. past Hartley’s hotel! 
and down the steep hill to tlie Ingogo river. 
[he drifts across this river are commanded 
within a short range from the neighboring 
hills, and on one of these hills Sir George 
Colley stationed 2 company of the rifles and 
two guns, After this natural precaution 
had been taken, the rest of the force crossed 
the Ingogo river, which, owing to a tem- 
porary cessation of the rain, was fordable. 
ihen the opposing hill had to be 
scaled in order to gain the level of the 
next plateau. Up to this point no oppo- 
sition has been offered. No sooner, how- 
‘ver, bad the head of the column reached 
the top of the ascent, than it was attacked 
vigorously by the Boers, who following their 
former tactics, had to that moment kept 
themselves concealed behind the crest of 
the hill. The guns—probably those on 
both sides of the river—immediately came 
into action, firing, apparently, over the 
heads of the British line to check 
the enemy’s advance. That the Boers suf- 
fered seyerely from this cause can be well 
understood, Appearing on the ‘sky line’ 
they would offer an excellent mark for the 
artillerymen, and, the range once obtained, 
every shell could be made to produce its 
effect. But whatever were their losses in 
the six hours during which the conflict 
continued, they managed, without doubt, 
‘o inflict most serious loss on the British 
forces, Dismounting and finding shelter in 
the inequalities of the ground, they prac-

! wounded. As at the action at 
aing’s Nek, the officers seem to have been 
spccially signalled out, Major MacGregor, 
of the royal engineers (Sir George Colley’s 
private secretary), and Captain Greer, of 
the royal artillery, being among the killed; 
while the proportion of killedand wounded 
among the rank and file was even higher 
than thatat Laing’s Nek. As a matter of 
fact, Sir George Colley had lost, since he 
advanced from Newcastle, very nearly a 
third of his original fighting force, This is, 
in itself, unprecedented When the losses 
ot the battle of Spitzkof are added, the 
name of Sir George Coliey will rank among 
the most unlucky generais of history. 
The correspondent of the Times, with 
General Colley’s force at Spitzkop, gives the 
following account of the ~ engagement: 


Boers’ position. Several companies were 
left at the base of the hill. The remainder 
of the troops toiled up the hill, which is 
very steep and difficult of ascent, en their 
hands and knees. It was impossible to 
have carried up even mounted guns. Had. 
we had them there the resuit might have 
The whole force reached 
the summit of the hill before davlight, and 
at about 5 o'clock a.m. began firing. The 
Boers had no videttes posted and were com- 
pletely surprised, but they promptly re- 
turned fire. Our men had little cover, 
though somewhat better than that at Ingogo 
river. I estimate the number of Boers at 
the base of the hill at about two thousand. 
Up to midday their loss was certainly 
heavier than ours. General Colley was 
conspicuous for his coolness and courage. 
He kept up a constant communication 
with the camp by signal. Shortly after 
noon the Boers’ fire. which had heretofore 
everaged about 50 shots a minute, increased 
to a terrific volley. Our men were unable 
to withstand it. They wavered and were 
railed again; wavered and ran _ in 
general suave gui peut. The Boers 
climbed to the summit of the hiil, and fol 
lowed them with terribie fire as they went 
down the other side. This correspondent 
was captured by the Boers, who treated 
bim well and gave him a pass to’return to 
the o>. He identified the body of Gen- 
eral Colley upon tle field. Upto a late 
hour the war office in London had received 
no confirmation of the report that reserve 
ammunition was left behind by General 
Colley.

Very soon my attention was called toa 
party engaged ina game of cards, and 
passing money from oneto another at

The money was not used to count the 
games with as stated in some of the articles. 
[hey were using ground peas for that pur- 
pose as the witness will testify.. : 

The party were the subjects of general 
remark and created no little sensation. 
Some of our best citizens were 6n board the 
train, and were not alittle incensed. 1 
heard some express their indignation in no 
measured terms. Sone denounced it asa 
most flagrant. violation of the law, and 
a shameless indifference to ~-public 
opinion. Some young men were congre- 
gated around the players and were watch- 
ing the game with intense interest, and 
and when an old genfleman on board dis- 
covered that, be remarked that ‘“‘there isa 
party of foreigners teachirg a public gamb- 
lingsehool in this land of law.” 

A minister of the gospel on board the 
train wanted to know of me if I did not 
consider it his duty to publicly rebuke 
them, and a number of our best citizens 
appealed to me as a sworn officer of the law 
to take notice of it. ; 

At their instance I called the attention o! 
the grand jury to the matter. Phey found 
a special presentment, and [ semt an officer 
to Atlanta with instructions to arrest the 
party as soon as he arrived.

The party gave bond,and Colonel Howell 
Glenn appeared at Roekdale court next day 
to represent them. He requested me to 
consent that a polle prosequi be entered in 
the case. I replied that I did not think ita 
proper case for that. He then requested 
me to consent that he be allowed to entera 
plea of guilty for his clients, and stated 
that he had advised them to leave, and 
assured them ofthis ability to have the mat- 
ter in some way adjusted without their pres- 
ence. I told him that would be an unusual 
vroceeding, but was a matter for the court, 
and referred him to Judge Stewart, and 
stated that if the court should entertain 
the pleal would request him to fix the fine 
at twenty dollars each.

A rumor came up from Louisville yester- 
that the Louisville and 


company had purchased the 


the construction of the line would be begun 
Atlanta, which, 
when completed, would give them an outlet 


to the Georgia roads centering at Atlanta, 
independent of the Western and Atlantic. 
It will be remembered that the negotiations 
between the Western and Atlantic and 
the Louisville and Nashville people 
to cut off the Southern at Chattanooga 
were upset by the timely  interfer- 
ence of the Georgia, railroad commissioners 
which placed the Southern and the Louis- 
ville and Nashville on equal footing so far 
as business to Atlanta proper and points on 
the Western and Atlantic were concerned, 
an arrangement which did not suit the 
Louisville and Nashville folks at all. It is 
not surprising therefore, that rumors should 
be afloat that they were seeking an inde- 
pendent outlet southward from Chatta- 
nooga. Major Huston, the.principal owner 
of the Chattarooga and Rome charter, was 
hunted up by a Gazette reporter and asked 
if there was any foundation for the rumur. 
The major said ‘‘there fhay be and there 
may not be good grounds forthe rumor A 
New York party are alter it, and have made 
us avery tempting offer, but I can not say 
whether they are working in the interest of 
the Louisvilleand Nashville road or not. It 
is not likely, however, that a company of 
New York capitalists would construct a 
road from Chattanooga to Rome, or even on 
to Atlanta, unless they afe either 
interested or expected to be in 
one or more of the roads centering at Atianta 
and Chattanooga, and wanted this Rome 
road as a connecting link. At the tame 
time I have had no intimation that these 
gentlemen are in any way interested in the 
Louisville and Nashville road.’’ ‘Did you 
sell, or agree to sell, the charter?’ ‘No, 
we have done neither.” ‘“‘Then you will 
build the road yourself?’ That depends. 
We shall wait a little while longer to see 
what will be done with the Soutwern. [f it 
is placed on a long lease to Vincinnati gen- 
tlemen I would feel like pushing the work 
to com pletion, for it would then be a contin- 
uation of the Southern, and our interests 
would be so nearly identical] that fair deal- 
ing would always be insured.’ “Well, 
suppose the Southern is aot leased as you 
suggest, what then?’ ‘“‘I do not intend to 
build the road on any haphazard or uncer- 
tain arrangements.

Free trade and Tarif! Reform. 

Steps have been taken toward the for- 
mation of a congressidnal orzanization in 
the interest of free trade, and although 
we would have been better pleased and 
more hopeful of good results if the new 
Organization were to be devoted solely to 
the interests of tariff reform, still the 
movement is to be regarded as a healthy 
indication. It isa sign, indeed, that the 
politicians, blind and narrow-minded as 
they are, have discovered that the time 
has come for political discussion to take a 
new and wider range. The party that 
hopes to win success in the future must 
apply itself to solving the vast industria] 
problems that perplex the people. We 
should be glad to see the democratic 
party address itself diligentiy and ear- 
nestiy to the really vital issues of the 
hour—issues that concern the happiness 


‘and prosperity of the people now and in 


the future. If there is to be any escape 
from the hopeless and threadbare issue 
ot sectionalism, the democratic party 
must take the initiative and lead discus- 
sion away from it. Itis inthe power of 
& minority party to compel the discussion 
of pew issues and the consideration of 
new and vital questions.

Even in that period, these custom-house 
taxes were regarded as enormous, but in 
a period of profound peace when the 
surplus revenue of thé government 
amounts to about twelve millions of dol- 
lars a month, these taxes become enor- 
mities which no people can be 
expected to endure. If these enor- 
mities aided in accumnlating the 
surplus revenue a plausible argu- 
ment might be framed in their be- 
half, but protection is virtually prohibi- 
tion, and these custom house taxes, 
instead of representing what is paid into 
the treasury by importers, represent the 
amount which the people are compelled 
to pay “protected” American monopolies 
what the legitimate 
profits would be under a reasonable 
tariff. : 

In addition to the free trade organiza- 
tion in congress, we would be glad to see 
an organization in favor of immediate 
tariff reform. This may be ‘in the 
direction of ultimate free trade, but it is 
much more important than the ideal free 
trade of the theorists. Eventually, the 
monopolists who alone receive any sub- 
stantial benefits from the prohibition 
of trade which follows  frotection, 
will mistake the temper of the 
people, as the national banks are now 
doing, and then will come the opportu- 
nity of the free traders, but, in the mean- 
time, the duty of the tariff reformers is 
pressing and immediate. 

Tbere are symptoms even in the east 
that our present system of protection is 
not aiding to any great extent the real 
industries of the country. The moaopo- 
lists, to be sure, are clamorous in beha'f 
of the system, but the woolen manufac- 
turers are growing uneasy, and the ship- 
builders have about come to the con- 
elusion that their interests are to be pro- 
tected outofexistence. Every American 
industry, save that which is granted a 
monopoly through protection, finds itself 
shut out of the markets of the world. In 
this condition of affairs a genuine attempt 
to reform and systematize the present 
tariff list is likely to meet with favor in 
quarters where opposition was to have 
been expected. 

Mr. Chalmers, of Mississippi, has per- 
fected a measure for the adjustment of 
competition by a tariff equal to the differ- 
ence in the cost of labor here and in Eu- 
rope, minus the difference in the cost of 
transportation to the wholesale market. 
This seems to be the real views of Gen- 
eral Garfield, who, in a speech in 1866, 
held that a properly adjusted competition 
between home and foreign products is 
the best gauge by which to regulate in- 


ternational trade. The outlook is rather 


'more hopeful than a superficial view of 


the situation would seem to indicate.

The Piea of the Banks. 
New Yerk Evening Post. 

There is getting to be a very bitter feeling 
against the national banks because of 
the action of some of them respecting 
the refunding bill, and all manner of 
misrepresentations are used to increase 
this feeling. A casnal readerof much that has 
been written in the last few days respecting the 
financiai sitnation and a listener to much that 
is said in Wall street among stock exchange 
ple and in Washington among politicians, might 
—s oe the impression that the banks at 
formed an unholy alliance to dely the government 
and to ruin their customers, which latter would 
of course ruin themselves. A plain. statement o 
the facts may do something to set this matter 
right. To begin: The banks undoubtedly 

prefe rred that the refunding bonds should bear 
3% percent interest instead of 3 per cent, but 
would have been as well satisfied with a 3 
per cent bond and a reduction of bank taxes 
as with a 3% per cent bona and the bank taxe 
ivit as tpey are. Or the bill would bave been re 
ceived without action on the-part of any of the 
banks had it not been for thé coercive features of 
the fifth sectiou. Itisa mistake to suppose that 
the rate of iu terest which the new bonds bear is 
the reason which has impelled the banks to de 
fend themselves from the attack made upon them 
in the fifth s ctfon of the bill The banks were 
perfecuy willing that the experiment ef a three 
per cent bond should be tried. The framers of the 
refunding bill, however. appeared to 80 
doubtiul of a ready market for the three per cent 
bouds that they devised the fifth section to eom- 
pel the banks to buy the three per cent bonds or 
go out of business. Even if this had been all it is 
not likely that the banks would have moved as 
they have aud to the extent that they have 
But the fifth section says in effect, 
by repealing section four of the 
act of June 2u, 1874, that as soon as the bill 
becomes a law the banks shall not be permitted 
to recover the bonds which they have piedged at 
Washington to secure their note ciroulation even 
after they have deposited with the cepartment 
enough lawful money to red: em everyoue of their 
outstanding notes as they come in; but shall only 

€ permitied to get their bouds after they (the 
banks) have gather d up their notes and sent them 
iu—a process which may cover months or years. 

[t is natural enough, in view of such a provision, 
thatsuch banks as have auy icea of giving up note 
circulation—on which the profit at best is small 
—shou!d hasten to do so before the bill becomes 
a law, or in uther words before the snap judgment 
can be entered Doing this is the 
extent of the offense ot the banks, 
that its direct in fluence works se 
vere contraction at the mouey centers is true; but 
the bauks do this not of their own volition, bu! 

because Congress has seen fit in its shortsighted- 

ness and obruseness to practically threaten to not 
restore bonds which the banks have deposited 
with the treasury on the conditions which accom 

panied their deposit. At least this isso respecting 
all bonds deposited since June 2.1874, Com 

plainis 8 Of theaction of the banks this matter 
islike cursing the stone which hits you rather 
than the man whg threw it. From a political

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During the lest term of Washington's 
administration, parties began to form and 
divide the country. These rties grew 
out of the vonstructions to given the 
constitution. Mr. Jefferson was secretary 
of state, and Alexander Hamilton secretary 
of the treasury, during the first four years 
of Washington’s administration, and their 
views upon the construction to be given 
the constitution were known to differ very 
widely. Hamilton advocated a libera 
construction; Jefferson a strict construc 
tion. It was during this administratior 
that a national or United States bank wa 
chartered Jeflerson was opposed to this 
‘bank, insisting that it was tusconstitution 
al; that was no specific 
grant of Owe to congress to 
create ‘Nariel such ao 
institution. Hamilion reasoned differ- 
entiy. Congress was ee aily charged with 
the du ty of coining joney, and with the 
powers to reguiate the curre ney, a id from 

ese powers arose the necessity of means 
for thi & purpose, and that a bank as a means 
vas clearly within the legitimate power o!

Jeflerson was prompt, and in bis 
usual ad captandem style in a short time 
furnished his opinion to the president 
Hamilton was jess prompt, and upon the 
occasion of meetikg the president on other 
business was asked by the executive if he 
bad prepared an opinion. Replying in the 
negative, and pleading as the excuse for his 
delay. the press of public business, and 
when told that Mr. Jefferson had some days 
before furnished his, asked permission to 
see it. This was accorded him, and he was 
permitted to take it to his office. Ina 
short time he sent to the president both 
jefferson’s paper and his own. His was an 
‘laborate argument of the constitutional! 
sonata and a most scathing review and 
criticism of Mr. Jefferson. The result was 
that Washington signed the charter, and 
lefferson, and those who had acted with 
him, supposed Washington had been infiu 
enced by the opinions of Hamilton. Here 
was the commencement of the future ani 
mosity between these two great leaders, and 
the gertm of the two great parties —federa! 
and republican. 

fhe war of the revolution had left a debt 
ipon thethirteen colonies, which had been 
assumed under the confederacy by the gov 
ernment created by that. short-lived gov 
ernment, and this assumption was con- 
tinued under the constitution of the United 
To arrange a system of finance was 
the first duty of the government, 
and this was expected to be 
done by the secretary of the 
treasury. Hamilton addressed himself to 
this task, and surely it could not have been 
committea to abler er more competent 
hands. He deemed a bank essential to this 
end, and warmly advocated it, as the surest 
and most efficient means in effecting this 
purpose. The result evidenced eminently 
his sagacity. Very soon order came out of 
chaos and the currency regulated, trade 
grew apace, and the prosperity of the coun 
try was commensurate with this. 
- This, however, was no reason with those 
who insisted upon the unconstitutionality 
of the charter. Their opposition grew-more 
and more strenuous—and the parties divid 
ing upon this principle, carried it into the 
legislation of congress and to various other 
matters touching the public interest -and 
the nation’s prosperity. 
The revolutionary services of John Adams 
designated him as the successor of Wasb- 
ington, and though there was some opposi 
tion to him upon the ground that he was a 
liberal constructionist, yet he was elected 
and it was claimed that he represented the 
views and principles of Washington. This, 
however, did not arrest the progress of the 
party forming upon the principles of strict 
construction. The powerful pen of Mr. 
Jetlerson was —— and his parusans were 
increasingin every state, In the first year 
of the admin ieireiion of Mr. Adams, this 
party tock form and shape upon the broad 
principles of states rights, and a strict con 
struction of the constitution and 
assumed the name of republi 
canism, Very soon appeared the 
famous Kentucky resoiutions, appa 
rently emanating from the legislature of 
that state, but were really the work cf Mr 
Jefferson. Their authorshi- has been gen- 
erally ascribed to Mr. Madieon, but now 
they are known to have been the prodi ction 
of the brain and the pen of Mr. Jefferson, 
The principles advar ced in these resolutior 
became the confession of faiih of the new 
party, and Mr. Jefferson its avowed leader 
and patron saint. 
The opposition to the administratio 
Mr. Adams was organized npon this basis 
and soor assumed formidable proportions 
in the congress of the United States. Ham 
ilton was the front figure in the par 
ty supporting the adniinistfaticn, and 
the Hamilton-Adams party was 
denominated the federal party. Bo rf 
these bad been ac tive supps rl ers of a nt yng 
government in the convention which had 
formed the constitution, andthey mace 
every etiort possible after its ado ption to 
rive itsuch a construction as would enab'e 
them to introduce into the feyvislature of

There had been 
little intercourse, even during the war 
of the revolution, between the north 
and the .for during that re markable 
struggle, with the exception of officers, no 
northern troops had ever trod the soil of 
the south, and the two peoples were com 
paratively strangers. It was only now and 
then that an enterprising youth returned 
from the snowy regions north to the sunny 
land of tne south. Those who did come 
were usually teachers and preachers. Thev 
were uniformly better educated than the 
youth of the seuth, and were always re- 
ceived with a warm welcome and genera!ly 
preferred for office whenever they sought 
it. The very enterprise which prompted 
their immigrdtion to the south was ev- 
dence of energy and capacity, and their 
assiduity in the pursuit of their avocation 
was a guarantee of success, 

One of these youths was Abraham Bald- 
win. Mr. Baldwin was born in the county 
of Litchfield, @onnecticut, and was educated 
at Yale college. Immediately after gradu- 
ating he was appointed atutor in the col- 
lege, andcommenced thestudy of divinity. 
He was ordained a deacon in the Congrega- 
tional church, and came immediately to 
Georgia. W ith the unerring instincts of a 
true yankee, he saw no future for the grat- 
ification of hisambition—the natural result 
of splendid abilities, and he at once deter- 
mined to study and practice law. It re- 
quired but a few months of close applica- 
tion to qualify him for admission to the 
bar, when he located in Columbia 
gounty. He had in ‘early 
life acted as | chaplain in 
the army of the United States, and his 
biographer makes him a professorin Yale 
college during the revolution. This, how- 
ever, is a mistake, as the records of the 
college show that he was only atutor. He 
graduaied with the highest honors of the 
college, and from his earliest youth was 
remarkabie for abilities. 

When he located in Columbia county | 
doubt if be was not the only man in the 
county who had received a collegiate eda- 
cation. In three months he had become so 
prominentin the county for anilities and 
character that he was, almost by acclama 
mation, elected to the state legislature. 
It was during his service that he drew up 
tbe charter of the university of Georgia, 
having originate i the plan, and in its advo- 
cacy established his reputation as a scien- 
tific and literary man, and placed himself 
amongst the first men of the state. 
He was thirty years of age when he came to 
the state, having arrived in Savannah in 
1784. In 1786 he was elected to congress, 
and from that year until his death in 1807 
he was a mem ber at every session either of 
the house or the senate. In the federal] 
convention, which formed the constitution 
of the United States, he wasa delegate from 
Georgia, and took an active part in the de- 
hliberations and actings of that body. He 
was elected to the first congress held under 
the constitution in 1789, that body he 
was considered one ot the ablest and wisest 
men of that congress, He was pronounced 
by Nathaniel Maoon, of North Carolina, a 
man of the highest order of abilities, and 
quite the equa! of any man in congress. In 
1802 he was one of the commissioners of 
Georgia, who negotiated and signed the 
treatv of cession ef Georgia's western terri- 
tory tothe United States. He was presi- 
dent . pro tem. of — United 
Ssates senate from April to 
December 1802, but preferrin e floor to 
the i officer’s chair, he deci declined a 
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‘tion, in its stead, divided her people. 


new. congress, in all of which 
they served together. He was remarkably 
diligent in the discharge of every duty; 
always considered his constituents entitled 
to his time as wel! as his services, and dur- 
ing all his long political career of twenty 
two years he was never absent from hisseat 
but one day. He was equally faithful to 
his duties as a citizen, in dispensing charity 
and rendering assistance to the needy. He 
was specially attentive to the young, and 
aided many young men who were struggling 
with the charitiless world to overcome the 
obstacles wHich interposed between the m 
and success. All his aim in life appeared 
Lo be the service of his country and the 
P rogress of the people about him. He wae 
sever married, and this was probably the 
reason why he was indifferent to the acca 
mulation of fortune. He died yery sud 
me nly, in 1807, at Washington, and Jes 
iricd there in the congressional cemetery. 
The family of Mr. Ba'dwin was remarka 
ble for talent, baving furnished a judge of 
the supreme court of the United States, a 
governor of a state, and a number of emi- 
nent business men and able lawyers. 
When Mr. Baldwin came first to Georgia 
he was a member of the federal party, or at 
least hed strong proclivities for the p rinci 
ples of that party He found most of the 
men of wealth, talent and position attached 
to what was then known asthe Washington 
party. Indeed there were no organized par- 
ties. the government was in embryo, aad 
everyone seemed anxious for and endeavor- 
ing for itssuccess. The country was dis 
satisied with the confederacy, and 
were solici tous of a new organization 
[t wasonly when theconstitation was being 
discussed in the state conventions, that 
there appeared the germ of parties. Patrick 
Henry's opposition in the Virginia conven 
tion, together with that started in several 
of the other state conventions, aroused the 
anxieties of the people; and the discussions 
in these Conventions were freely canvassed. 
Che articles written by Alexander. Hamil 
ton, Jobn Jay and James Madison, were 
appearing, exciting great attention and 
warm discussion. These articles, since em- 
bodied into a volume termed “The Feder- 
alist,’’ were aiding materially in fixing the 
publie’s mind, and the famous letter of 
Mr. Madisop to Mr. Lansing, a 
member to the New York convention, 
in which he urged the adoption of 
the rer sabtagy eer as awhole and without 
conditions finally quieted this agitation 
and the constitution was adopted. In these 
discussions in Georgia, Mr. Baldwin took 
an active and firm part, and then openly 
avowed the principles which ever after 
characterized his course. He asserted the 
power’ delegated in the constitution were 
ail that could be claimed or exercised by 
the new government created by it, That 
all other = rs of sovereignty belonged to 
the states. In modern parlance, he was a 
strict constenct lonist ang firm states right 
man. Very soon he hada large following 
in Georgia, and in the state, was the head 
and front of the opposition to the adminis- 
tration of John Adams. In Augusta he 
found a number of young and ambitious 
men of ability and in the counties of the 
up country, just entering life, he was a 
mentor to these—and though the wealth 
and the offices of the city, and mostly of 
the state, were in the hands of the federal! 
party, he was firm in his support, and open 
avowal of bis views and princi ples, and was 
a model to the young aspiring men rising 
up around him, He found Charles Tait. 
William H. Crawford, George and Freeman 
Walker, John Forsyth, and many others. 
With these dis advice and example had 
great influence, and all, except Forsyth, 
were soon open partisans of the new party 
in opposition. Forsyth was quite a youth, 
but eminently talented, was selected to de 
liver a fourth of July oration. This was a 
masterly production for one so young, but 
was eminently federal in principle. There 
was great intimacy between W. H. Crawford 


and Forsyth, and Mr. Crawford assumed to 


remonstrate with him upon this avowal of 
princi ples. His argument was: These prin- 


ciples are growing more and more unpop- 


ular with the masses daily, and the persis- 
tent follies of the administration are making 
them odious I know the influences oi 
wealth and position are very seduc 
tive, and especially illusive to young men, 
but the masses, under our institutions, will 
alwaysrule. Naturally,they hate oppres- 
sion, and they view these alien and sedition 
laws, Oppression, and at war with the true 
principles of civil liberty, and they will, de 
spite the power of wealth and influence of 
of office, hurled Mr, Adams and his party 
from power. Forsyth saw the force of this 
reasoning, and in a short time published a 
recantation of federal principles, and at 
onee—as 1s always the habit oi new converts 
—became an ardent and active supporter of 
the re pogo party. This was the turning 
point of h life*and subsequent career 
There was one who would not be warned, 
or whose principles fitted too closely to be 
lightly put off; who clung to his faith 
despite every effort to wean him away 
John M. Dooly. His abilities were quite 
equal to ‘those ef any young man in } the 
state. He had the prest 
tionary fame of 
Colonel Dooly for

His manners were popular ; he was oath 
a people’s man, but he clung to federalism 
and it praved the millstone about his nock, 
He aspired to nalisinnl preferment, but

position, He saw bis 
s filling the oftices of the state and 
the United States, winning honor and fame, 
and writhed under his ostrization; but he 
was firm in his principles, and wasa mel- 
ancholy evidence of the venom of party in- 
tolerance, 
As Crawford and Baidwin had predicted, 
the party went down, and the men who 
represented it in Georgia went down with 
it. By degrees they faded from public 
view, aS yonnger men rose up in their 
stead. These latter are the men whose 
names are reyered to-day as benefactors of 
the state, and whose names are honored 
by counties bearing them. Of all who 
were conspicuous and consistent-as feder- 
aiists, at this day only. one lived to 
triumph over the prejudicesof party—Jobn 
M. Berrien. He, however was too voung to 
be prominent, and besides, he was not a 
Georgian, but was from New Jersey and a 
graduate of Princeton college. 
The co-operation of the young men of 
Savannah with those of Augusta and the 
country around the latter, in following the 
lead of Baldwin and Crawford, secured 
triumphantly the success of the republican 
party in the state, which controlled its 
destinies so long as the party. had an exis- 
tence. This ranthrough the administra- 
tions of Jefferson, Madison and Menroe, 
and only perished with the election of 
John Quincy Adams, During this period 
of 34 years the federalists main- 
tained their organization as a 
national party, but. as a party in 
Georgia it had long before ceased, ind fac- 
All 
were Jeffersonians, as the republican party 
was designated in Georgia. He was the 
great apostle of liberty and even his persona! 
enemies were denounced and persecuted by 
the state. Asan instance I will mention a 
fact which seems to have faded from the 
memory of the state. 
When the counties in the territory be- 
tween the Oconee and Ocmulgee, were laid 
off and organized about 1807, Jone was 
called Randolph, to honor the name of John 
Randoiph,of Roanoke. Shortfy afterwards 
a quarrel ensued between Randolph 
and Jefferson upon ti question 
of policy, in no wa in- 
volving the principles of the republican 
party, to which Mr. Randolph persistently 
clung; but not approving Mr. Jefferson’s 
embargo measures he voted and spoke 
against these, as he did against his gunboat 
system. This was fatal to his popularity in 
Georgia, and the legislature repealed the 
actand changed the name tothat of Jasper. 
Subsequently, however, the state-called an- 
other county Randolph, in honor of his 
name, with as little reason as they had for 
changing the name of thefirst. A’ similar 
course of spiteful legislation of more recent 
date was leveled at the distinguished Louis 
Cass when he declared himself opposed to 
slavery, and the county named in bonor of 
him was changed to that of Bartow. 
Those who in youth followed 
the lead of Crawford, Baldwin, 
Tait and Jackson became a 
galaxy on the,state’s escutcheon, and to~ | 
day her people delight to point to them as 
ber chosen sons. The Crawfords, the Cuth- 
berts, the Jacksons, the Cobbs dnd Bald- 
wins, the Tatnalls, the Clarkes, and many 
others are household names, as are the 
names of Meriwethers, Upsons, and the 
Claytons anf the Walkers; their names are 
perpetuated in her history and embalmed 
inthe names of her counties. Baldwin 
county was called after Abram Baldwin, 
and though he and Upson were natives of 
Connecticut they were welcomed jn Geo 
as bfothersefa common country, uk tee 
people of the state delighted to honor 
em. 
In au evil hour strife arose between the 
sections, and in its fata! blaze perished that 
giarious feeling of ee Willi it ever 
return and be as it was o some future 
far-off day it may, but the healed wound 
will leave a cicatrix to recall the memory 
—and it will ever come in sorrow and bit- 
terness. The monuments erected to the 
memory of the siain in the conflict will 
remain ell over the land—a sad and a me!- 
y memento—and generations born 
through advancing time will point to these:
